The situation ‘with respect to the pre- 
ponderant Japanese: population of the 
Hawaiian Islands was discussed in the 
report which said that. the Dillingham 
resolution should be adopted as an! em- 
ergency measure and conditions more 
completely remedied. by permanent legis- 
lation. Senate leaders, however, are of 
the opinion that there is slight chance 
of getting the resolution through before 
adjournment. 

Calling attention to the 1921 strike of 
Japanese plantation workers as illus- 
trating the need of removing the Japa- 
nese monopoly of the unskilled supply, 
the report asserted that strikes had been 
“marked by a animosity on -the 
part of the Japanese language press and 
by many un-American demonstrations 
of violence.”’ 

Thé shortage of labor, the report 'said, 
was the result of the restlessness of the 
field laborers, who received, in addition 
to their regular pay in 1920, a total of 
$26,000,000 in bonuses, and also “in 
larger part by the particular racial 
solidarity of the Japariese who: consti- 
tute 43 per cent. of the population of 
the islands.’’ 

‘“* American industrial and political 
control,’’ the-report’ added, “ is seriously 
threatened by the preponderance’ of the 
Japanese among’ those who normally 
perform the field labor of the territory 
and ‘by an actual shortage of such 


labor. 
‘*On account of their close adhesive- 
ness and characteristic collective man- 
ner of action, the Japanese have it\in 
their power to control the industries 
the territory by being able, either 
furnish or fail to furnish the labor 
without which those industries can live. 
‘Im on to supply the imme- 
diate needs of the agricultural industries 
and relieve an existing acute shortage 
must take into consideration the over- 
whelming preponderance of Japanese in 
the islands, their control of thé labor 
situation and the possibility amounting 
to, practical certainty, under existing 
conditions, that the American control of 
the island industries may pass into the 
hands of this alien race.’

Senate lavestigating: Committee 
Declares Soldiers Were Not 
Executed Without Trial. 


WASHINGTON, Match 1—The excit- 
ing chapter of Senate history revolving 
around charges by the late Senator 
Watson of Georgia, that . American 
soldiers were executed without trial in 
France, was closed today when the 
committee appointed in investigate re- 
ported unanimously that it had found 
the charge unfounded. - 

The committee’s findings were em- 
bodied in one of the briefest’ reports 
ever submitted by such a body. It was 
scarcely a dozen lines. It stated merely 
that in pursuance to the order of the 
Senate the committee had held hearings 
and inquired into the allegations of Sen- 
ator Watson, and had determined that

LONDON, March 11 is the opinfon 
of Professor Flinders Petrie that. some 
of the furniture found..in “Tut-ankh- 
Amen’s tomb came from. Babylon. 

Lecturing here tonight, he pointed out 
rthat couches found bore a design of’ 
trefoils which were essentially Baby- 
lonian in origin. They were also made 
in four pieces, whereas “alr” Pgyptian 
furniture’ was made in one, “piece. 

The structure of the couches pointed 
to ‘their having been: brought from 
Babylon and put together on their ar- 
rival somewhat in the manner of the 
modern camp- bed. 

On a tablet which was decinin thirty 
years ago, he said, there was a letter 
from a King of Babylon to a King of 
Egypt, saying that he was sending him 
a couch of wood, gold and ivory and 
two other couches of wood and bronze. 
These were undoubtedly found in the: 
tomb at Luxor. 

The most important thing of all in the 
whole discovery was not the finding of 
Egyptian furniture, but the getting back 
to Babylonian furniture and seeing what 
was actually made ‘and jused in wary 
palaces of Babylon.

Converse & Co., and Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Consoli- 
dated, Textile Corporation, in an inter- 
view ‘yesterday pointed out that the 
relationship of current raw cotton and 
cooton goods prices is out of line.
